WASHINGTON, Feb. 3 (UP) .— 
Attorney General Frank Murphy 
today established a Civil Liberties 
Division in the Justice Department 
to study and make recommenda- 
tions on the status of civil rights. 

Murphy also announced that he 
intends to appoint an outstanding 
member of the bar as a special as- 
sistant to make a “prompt and 
vigorous” investigation of the fed- 
eral judiciary. His action along 
this line follows the resignation of 
Circuit Judge Martin T. Manton of 
New York, whose conduct is being 
investigated. 

Establishment of a permanent 
Civil Liberties Bureau was in line 
with suggestions by members of the 
Senate Civil Liberties Committee. 
That group, headed by Sen. Robert 
M. LaFollette, Prog., Wis., has been 
investigating violations of civil 
rights for two years. 

The new unit, part of the criminal 
division, will be in charge of Henry
